The Chair-person will be a full-time Chairman, 
while other members will function on the Implementa¬ 
tion Committee on part-time basis. 

2. The Implementation Committee shall be res¬ 
ponsible for :— 

(a) Evolving events and programmes geared to¬ 

wards Celebration of the 40th Anniversary 
of India’s Independence and Pt. Jawaharlal 
Nehru’s 100th birth anniversary, 

(b) Implementing the e\cnts and programmes 
evolved in connection with the commemora¬ 
tions of the 40th Anniversary of India’s 
Independence from 15th August, 1987 to 
15th August, 1988 and Pt.
